SUNDOWN RUN 
SCHEDULED 

A one-mile road race will be 
held at Shelton State Community 
College Thursday, July 22. Sponsored 
by Shelton and the Tuscaloosa Runners 
Club, the road race will feature a wide 
range of age groups and open heats. 



Shelton's Millennium 
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Sundown Run began last year and was 
the first time in Tuscaloosa for a one- 
mile road race to be held as the primary 
event The Sundown Run is also 
unique in that people of all ages and 
abilities may compete. 

There are divisions for male 
and female entries in the Elementary, 
Junior High, High School and College 
heats and Age Divisions (Ages 25-40), 
(Ages 4 1 -50), (Ages 5 1 plus). Open 
Division and Challenged Division. 
Winners in the Open Division for male 
and female will receive cash prizes of 
$ 100. First Place; $75; Second Place; 
and $50. Third Place. First, Second, 
and Third Place winners in all other 
divisions for male and female entries 
will receive trophies. 

Early r^gH^tion fee is 
$10 00 per heit The registration fee 
the day of the race will be $1 5 per heat 
Registration will be from 5-6 p.m. in 
the Shelton State Wellness Center. 
The first heat will begin at 6 p.m., and 
heats will follow every 1 minutes. 
An awards ceremony will be held at 8 
p.m. Refreshments will be provided. 
All profits from the Millennium 
Sundown Run will go to the Shelton 
State FoundaUon Scholarship Fund. 

A special VTP walk will begiD 
at 6 p.m. and is open to elected 
officials, community leaders, the 
physically challenged, Shelton faculty 
and staff, and friends of the college. 
The entry fee for the VIP Walk is $10.
